announced the appointment of an outspoken Republican, 
Sen William B Saxbe, to be attorney general and a law- 
and-order Democrat, Leon Jaworski, to be his special 
Watergate prosecutor. 
The battle over the release of Nixon’s Watergate- 
related tape recordings resumed in U. S. District Court 
The White House offered to allow Judge John J. Sirica 
to listen to a tape recording of Nixon’s conversation with 
John W Dean III, a recording that Nixon’s lawyer said 


Wednesday was not properly made because of tape 
malfunctions. 
The White House also offered to submit seven other 
tapes to be checked by electronic experts to assure they 
had not been tampered with. 
The tapes battle led to the firing of Watergate Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox when he refused to accept a 
compromise 
over 
the 
release 
of 
the 
recorded 
conversations, and the resignation of Attorney General 
Elliot L. Richardson when he would not dismiss Cox 


Jaworski and Saxbe would replace Cox and Richardson 
The Senate Watergate Committee resumed its public 
hearing today, with Clark MacGregor testifying that he 
had no knowledge of White House involvement in the 
Watergate scandal when he took over as director of 
President Nixon’s re-election campaign 


MacGregor, who replaced John Mitchell as campaign 
director in July, 1972, told the Committee he was 
convinced at the time that only those caught in the 
Watergate break-in were involved. 


He said he was unaware of the almost daily meetings 
held in July and August between then-White House 


Counsel Dean, Deputy Campaign Director Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, and other campaign and White House 
officials 


Previous testimony before the committee has revealed 
that Dean coached Magruder in those meetings on false 


testimony Magruder subsequently gave the Watergate

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Task begins to cut down 


list for city attorney

With some 30 applications in 
under the deadline and interviews 
already underway, Lompoc may 
welcome a new city attorney along 
with 
the 
new 
year, 
city 
Administrator Gene Wahlers said 
yesterday. 
Meanwhile, outgoing city attorney 
Jim Longtin will continue to serve 
Lompoc part-time under an hourly 
pay and expenses arrangement with 
an upper limit at his old $1,836 
monthly salary. 
A 
selection 
subcommittee 
consisting of city councilmen Sol 
Lefkowitz and George Cotsenmoyer, 
Longtin and Wahlers have the task 
of screening the applicants before 
more detailed interviews in private 
personnel sessions before the City 
Council. 
Some interviewing has 
already been conducted by city 
representatives 
at 
last 
week’s 
League of California convention in 
San Francisco, Wahlers said. 
If the selection were made this 
month, he added this would give the 


new attorney time to settle his other 
affairs in December before moving 
to Lompoc. The city administrator 
added that Longtin would remain on 
the job with the new appointee for 
probably a “ very limited" amount 
of time after his arrival to introduce 
him to ongoing city programs. 


“ We would begin feeding him (the 
new 
attorney) 
reports on city 
projects, etc. to familiarize him 
with 
them 
before 
he 
actually 
reports,” Wahlers said. 


Present 
city 
attorney 
James 
Longtin, who began work as the city 
attorney for the city of Thousand 
Oaks on Sept 1, was on his full 
Lompoc salary of $1,836 monthly 
through September. 


This month, according to City 
Finance Director Marvin Loney, 
Longtin will shift to a $35 hourly 
wage arrangement for work done 
only within the Lompoc city limits. 
The new arrangement also provides 


for reimbursement for all travel out 
of 
town, 
including 
meals 
and 
lodging, Loney said 


Longtin has yet to submit his 
October bill to the city, but it could 
very easily duplicate the $1,836 
monthly figure, the city’s upper 
limit on compensation paid him, 
including reimbursement for all 
expenses. 


According to Mayor E. C. Stevens, 
though, Lompoc could not hope to 
duplicate 
Longtin’s 
services 
anywhere on a contract basis for 
near $35 an hour. 


Also, the mayor has said, the 
attorney will probably wind up 
working more hours in Lompoc than 
he’s paid for under the $1,836 
monthly ceiling. Longtin would only' 
have to work 13 hours a week to earn 
his old weekly $459 even if he 
claimed no expenses whatever. 


The feeling among several council 
members is that he’ll spend more 
time here than that, 
including 
service on the subcommittee to 
select new city attorney candidates.

Jim Olivera — the others — did the 
explaining and answering. 
On 
the 
w ay 
o ver, 
the 
commissioners were reminded by 
Olivera and Barnes of the park 
department’s 
responsibilities: 
maintaining seven parks (52 square 
miles) in addition to the library 
grounds, water treatment grounds, 
Wye area as well as 9,000 city trees. 
The new trees we see along 
streets and in parks come from the 
three-year-old nursery. FCI supplies 
labor and grounds ; Lompoc supplies 
materials (trees, fertilizer, etc.) 
and supervision (by Olivera). 
The nursery, according to Olivera, 
“ was started to save money by 
buying small stock and letting it 
grow there (the nursery) and then 
putting 
in out in the street.” 
Because of human and weather 
elements, the mortality rate of 
small, young trees climbed too high. 
Now on hand are 1,200 trees in 
various stages of growth, from 
liners (small plastic pots) to 20 inch 
box 
sizes. 
The 
commissioners, 
though, don’t possess the same 
affection for all tree types. 
“ Hey, 
you 
got 
a 
hatchet,” 
Flinkingshelt called out in jest with 
his hand wrapped around the neck of 
a bottle-brush.

Acute need for doctors in Lompoc 


(Editor’s note: This is the first of 
a three-part series.)

A woman prominent in the current 
effort to recruit more physicians for 
the Lompoc area said she didn’t 
become acutely aware of the need 
until a chance circumstance brought 
it to her attention. 
Her husband had to fill out a 
routine 
application 
and 
when 
confronted with the question of who 
the family physician was, suddenly 
realized they didn’t have one. 
The situation is not new and 
probably will get worse before it 
gets better. Ever since the boom 
years of the late 1950s, the medical 
profession has been trying to catch 
up. During those years Vandenberg 
Air Force Base reached its peak 
growth, 
Mission 
H ills 
and 
Vandenberg 
Village were built, 
Lompoc, the city, grew from about 
6,000 to 7,000 persons to a population 
of 25,000. 
Prior to the advent of Vandenberg 
Hospital, 
Lompoc 
Hospital was 
rushed to completion to meet the 
burgeoning medical facility needs. 
The Air Force hospital was built, 
easing the shortage of hospital beds, 


but the doctor shortage continued 
Figures provided by Ken Wicks, 
administrator of Lompoc Hospital, 
show 20 medical doctors serving the 
Lompoc area not counting some who 
are semi-retired and not counting 
several who have part-time offices 
here. The total includes about nine 
who serve as general practitioners, 
and three who specialize, but who do 
a little general practice. 
The roster doesn’t come close to 
meeting the one physician per 1,000 
population 
that 
most 
medical 
sources quote as standard Lompoc 
Valley has about 40.000 persons or 
about 
50,000 
if 
you 
count 
Vandenberg. 
Local physicians say three or four 
general practitioners are needed 
immediately plus a sprinkling of 
specialists. 
That 
assessment 
is 
confirmed by the Santa Barbara 
County 
Medical 
Society, 
an 
organization that includes doctors 


from the Lompoc area A survey 
conducted by the society for the 
state board of medical examiners 
estimates local physician shortages 
at four general practitioners, and 
one 
each 
of 
the 
following 


specialists: orthopedist; eye, ear, 
nose and throat; urologist, internist, 
pediatrician. 


Those statistics, however, don’t 
do justice to the problem, and may 
in fact hide the real and potential 
threat to the general welfare. A 
survey conducted by this reporter 
shows most of the physicians in 
practice 
here 
consider 
their 
workload 
heavy 
or 
excessively 
heavy; 
several 
of 
the 
more 
prominent physicians are getting up 
in years, and several have called it 
quits or are about to throw in the 
towel 


No immediate relief is on the 
horizon.

tapping 
equipment 
malfunctioned 
Prosecutors 
raised 
the 
possibility today that the 
tapes covering the period of 
April 
11-16 
which 
were 
removed in July were taken 
from the White House in 
July by former presidential 
adviser 
H R. 
Haldeman, 
listened 
to 
and 
never 
returned 
Richard Ben-Veniste, a 
lawyer for the Watergate 
special prosecution force, 
elicited 
through 
cross- 
examination 
of 
Secret 
Service agent Raymond C. 
Zumwalt that the critical 
tape was removed from a 
safe on orders of senior 
White House officials at a 
time 
that 
Haldeman 
is 


known to have listened to at 
least one of Nixon’s tape 
recorded 
conversations 
bearing on Watergate. 


Zumwalt conceded that 
his original raw notes do not 
indicate that the critical 
April 
tape 
was 
ever 
returned 
although 
a 
transcription of those notes 
made July 18 showed it was. 
Haldeman, who quit as 
White House Chief of Staff, 


April 30 in a major post- 
W atergate 
shakeup, 
testified before the Senate 
Watergate committee last 
summer that he had taken 
several of the tapes home to 
review in mid-July. But he 
said that he listened to only 
one, dated Sept. 15,1972. 
Zumwalt said he was not 
told for whom the tapes 
were 
destined

locked safe July 11.

Buellton property stirs debate

County Reporter 
Nine undeveloped acres within the town of Buellton 
became a battleground area before the County Planning 
Commission Wednesday during general plan zoning 
consistency hearings affecting Santa Ynez Valley. 


The commission 
voted 5-4 to back 
up a staff 
recommendation which failed to agree with either the 
business interests of the town or a revised Santa Ynez 
Valley General Plan Advisory Committee recommendation 
which was described as having come about as a result of 
“ pressure” from Buellton commercial interests. 
The property subjected to the tug of war for well over an 
hour is on Central Avenue, just west of the “ main drag.' 
the Avenue of the Flags. 


The recommendation approved by the commission after 
heated arguments was to have the property designated 
under the general plan for residential lot use in the 2,180 to 
3,499 square foot range and under a DR-20 (design 
residential) for multiple residential under zoning. 


Buellton property owners involved and commercial 
interests sought to have the property designated for 
highway strip commerical use under the general plan and 
for limited commercial zoning. 
Former County Planning Commission member Boyd 
Bettencourt, Santa Ynez area farmer, supported them. 
But Mrs. Doree Webb, of Ballard, said the thinking that 
resulted in such a contention was “ narrow-minded“ and did 
not represent the thinking of others in the community, 
including one member of the prominent Buell family after 
which Buellton is named 
She said “ there’s enough 
commercial zoning in the town 
Bettencourt ridiculed Mrs. Webb’s statement, saying 
“ Buellton people know pretty damn well what they want 
and said there was no opposition registered to the 
commercial zoning request at a community meeting. 
Mrs. Zita Nielsen, of Solvang, commission member, said 
she felt the advisory committee which had earlier 
recommended the property retain its present residential 
zoning, had felt heavy pressure from Buellton commercial 
interests and changed its recommendation She is a former 
member of the advisory committee.

That, of course, can justify 
price increases, and at the 
same time result in lower in­ 
come taxes. 
A knowledge of how LIFO 
works can Ik * quite instruc­ 
tive to consumers who keep 
wondering how prices can 
keep leaping upward like 
kangaroos, despite p rice 
freezes, price controls, cost of 
living councils and the like. 
One of the ‘‘Big E ight” na­ 
tional accounting firm s re­ 
cently recommended that its 
clients consider using LIFO 
— which is a method of valu­ 
ing inventories, “ in a period 
of rising prices, since it in­ 
creases the cost of sales (on 
pap er) and, t h e r e f o r e , 
reouces profits 
— again, 
just on paper. 
Thus a company (a) can 
show that its profits are so 
low that it needs a price in­ 
crease, and (b) by reporting 
lower profits, it pays less in­ 
come tax. 
Not m aking less p rofit. 
Only reporting less. As the 
accounting firms explains: “Of 
course, using LIFO does not 
change the true economic 
situation of the company. It 
merely changes the method 
of reporting profits on sales. ” 
You find such sleight-of- 
hand difficu lt to understand? 
It ’s not, at a ll. L e t’s say 
you’ve sold a certain amount 
of merchandise and want the 
figure on your profit. 
That depends, of course, on 
how much the merchandise 
cost you - and that, in turn, 
can depend on which shelf 
you took it off of. 
LIFO, which stands for 
“ last in, first out,” means you 
assume that the last piece of 
m erchandise put on the 


shelves is the first one you 
take off and sell. (The alter­ 
native method is FIFO, or 
“ first in. first o u t” ) 
Whether first is first, or last 
is first, can make quite a 
difference, as we shall now 
see. 
You sell widgets. On Jan. 1 
you had 100 on the shelves. 
They cost you $1 each. But 
there’s inflation. In March 


you bought another 50 at $1.20 
each, and in June another 50 
at $1.50. 
You a re s e llin g yo u r 
widgets for $2 each, and by 
the end of June you've sold 
100 - $200 worth. Now, which 
100 widgets did you sell? 
If you decide that you sold 
the ioo you had in January 
(those that were “ first in” ), 
they cost $100. Profit: $100. 
But if you sold those you 
iHiught in March and June, 
they cost you $135. Profit: 
only $65. 


Thus, you are free to utter 
the magic word “ U FO ” and a 
two fold blessing ensues. You 
pay tax on a profit of only $65, 
noi $100 And you can take 
your books to the Cost of L iv ­ 
ing Council and sob: “ See how 
little money I’m making’ I 


need a price increase or my 
children w ill starve.” 


You have, of course, the 
same amount of money in the 
till either way, LIFO or FIFO. 
As the accountants remind 
us, using LIFO “ does not 
change the true economic 
situation of the company... 
(merely) the method of re­ 
porting profits.” 


Pure magic. Not just im ­ 
aginative arithm etic; more 
like pure magic. 


It seems to work so well, in 
fact, that we urge consumers 
be allowed to choose between 
FIFO and LIFO. Then, when 
you had to BUY a widget, you 
could say: 


“ Two dollars? Very well, I 
shall pay you in U FO dollars 
— the first that went into my 
savings account back in 1966. 


“ They are now worth 73 
cents each. I therefore hand 
you this $1.46, which means 
that you are receiving two 
FIFO dollars in payment for 
your widget. And remember, 
sir, that the true economic 
situation has not changed.” 
Nothing wrong with that, is 
there’! F air is fair.

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Rebozo admits fund transfer 


MIAMI (UPI) - Charles G. “ Bebe Rebow took $100,000 
in cash from Howard Hughes’ intermediary and put it in his 
safety depost box with written instructions that it be turned 
over to President Nixon’s 1972 campaign officials “ if some­ 
thing should happen to me,” he said in an interview 
published in today’s Miami Herald. 
In a candid, but sometimes complex account, Rebozo 
broke his usual silence on political matters to deny any 
wrongdoing and to proclaim that 12 weeks of intensive 
Internal Revenue Service scrutiny had cleared him of any 
impropriety in the contribution controversy. 
The Herald, in its copyright story, said its five reporters 
and editors met with Rebozo Wednesday morning at the 
Miami office of William Frates -R ebozo’s friend and 
lawyer Rebozo initiated the meeting, the paper said, and 
the President’s closest friend said it was in part the urging 
of the President’s daughter, Julie, which made him decide 
to publicly denounce the reports of recent weeks. 
He said he did not check with Nixon in advance of the 
Wednesday meeting specifically, but, “ I told him that I had 
finally come to the conclusion that I was going to talk to the 
press and that 1 thought it would probably be the Miami 
Herald ”

that Rebozo had used influence to keep competition away 
from his Key Biscayne bank; “ laundered” campaign 
checks from the Bahamas; knew in advance that he had 
once been given stolen bonds; or served as a Nixon fund 
raiser, although he admitted “arranging” some meetings 
for prospective GOP donors.

Committee approves railroad bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A $1.4 billion bill to create a 
profitable rail system out of six bankrupt northeastern 
railroads has been approved by the House Commerce 
Committee. 
The bill, product of months of painstaking negotiation, is 
designed to prevent either liquidation or nationalization of 
northeastern railroads. 
Its success or failure could determine the fate of all 
American railroads. 
The bill is likely to result in abandonment of thousands of 
miles of track, perhaps one-third to one-half of present 


mileage, 
changing 
patterns of 
industrialization and 
population growth in some areas. 
It would establish a federal corporation called the 
Federal National Railroad Association (FNRA), with $1 
billion in federal loan guarantees, to finance and oversee 
development of the new rail system over a 20-month 
planning period. 
House leaders are expected to push for floor action on the 
bill by late next week, sending it to the Senate where it is 
likely to be adopted in the same general form because of 
the short time left between now and adjournment. 


U.S. wants quick troop reductions 


VIENNA 4UPI) - The United States plans to push for 
quick reductions in American and Soviet troop levels in 
Europe during East-West talks on military cuts in the 
region, U.S. officials said today. 
Delegates from the Warsaw Pact and North Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization 
(NATO) 
nations 
opened 
the 
negotiations two days ago and agreed to begin detailed 
talks on force reductions next Tuesday. 
The U.S. officials said the first phase of the talks will 
concentrate on force cuts by the superpowers in Central 
Europe followed by negotiations on troop reductions by 
East and West European nations in the region. 
The officials said America would like an early agreement 
enabling Washington to pull some of its troops out of 
Europe by next year. The Russians have suggested 1975 for 


a start of the withdrawal. 
They said the negotiations will aim at a reduction of tanks 
as well as troops in the region. The Western delegates hope 
to whittle down the 3-1 numerical armored superiority of 
the Soviet bloc. 
The NATO nations have agreed to push for a mutual 
reduction of East and West forces to “equal levels,” which 
would involve greater cutbacks by the considerably larger 
Communist force. 
The Warsaw Pact countries, however, appear intent on 
keeping their numerical superiority in troops and tanks. 
The Soviets told the opening session of the conference they 
favor force cuts, but the present power balance in Central 
Europe must not be changed.

Helicopter sweeps three 
from Ireland prison 


DUBLIN (UPI) — A helicopter swooped 
down into a Dublin prison yard Wednesday, 
picked up three key leaders of the Irish 
Republican Army and whirled away in the 
most sensational jail escape in Ireland's 
history. 
Army troops and police immediately 
launched a nation-wide manhunt for the 
fugitive IRA chiefs, the heavily armed 
hijackers and a man described as a 
“ bogus” American film-maker who rented 
the chopper. 
The slick, James Bond-style operation at 
Mount joy prison freed Seumus Twomey, 
the veteran IRA commander in Belfast, 
and two other IRA leaders, Joe O’Hagan 
and Kevin Mallon. 
“ It’s just as well they didn’t use a jumbo 
jet or they would have cleared the whole 
prison,” said one police officer as the 
helicopter roared away in a storm of dust. 
Prem ier Liam Cosgrave, described by 
his aides as “furious,” called his cabinet 


into emergency session to discuss the 
escape. 
Twomey, formerly in charge of the 
IRA’s Belfast operation, took over as chief 
of staff of the extremist Roman Catholic 
group 
when 
Sean 
Macstiofain 
was 
sentenced to six months in jail. Twomey 
was jailed last month for a three-year 
term. 
The dramatic escape began just after 3 
p m. as 23 IRA prisoners were being 
exercised in the prison yard. Ten guards 
watched 
“ A helicopter hovered overhead,” a 
prison officer recalled. “ But we did not pay 
it any attention. Suddenly it dropped onto 
the yard We were stunned ” 
The doors of the helicopter were flung 
open and two men aimed guns at the 
guards. The prisoners formed a circle 
around the helicopter, allowing the IRA 
leaders to dash aboard before more guards 
could move in

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Chocolate cheese for health 


EA ST LAN SIN G , Mich (tJPI> — Theodore Hedrick has 
been worrying for years about the amount of "junk food" 
children eat 
So he invented chocolate cheese, a fudgelike confection 
that supplies even more protein than the more traditional 
cheddar or Swiss cheese 


Hedrick, professor of food and science and human nutri­ 
tion at Michigan State University, admits the chocolate 
cheese often is more popular with adults than with children. 
"Som e children don’t like the cheese because it doesn t 
taste like the milk chocolate the kids are accustomed to 
eating,” Hedrick said. 
The cheese consists of scraps of cheddar, gouda or other 
cheese to which cocoa, marshmallows, peanuts and nonfat 
dry milk are added. 


When experimenters first tried making the cheese, they 
found it tended to get oily at room temperature So they 
decided to add milk solids to stabilize the consistency of the 
cheese. 
"This problem turned out to be an advantage, 
Hedrick 
said. "The milk solids give the chocolate cheese a higher 
protein content than most other cheeses ’’ 
Hedrick and a group of colleagues worked to come up 
with an edible product and in 1968 a stable, consistent food 


item emerged from their laboratory 
Once the product was considered satisfactory, the task 
was turned over to the university's dairy plant and 
cheesemaker Pers Axelsen. 


Axelsen, who started at the Michigan S*ate dairy plant 
nine months ago, had heard of the chocolate cheese concept 
when he was still in Denmark Now he has to make enough 
of the product to meet the demand?

Rebozo admits fund transfer 


MIAMI < U PI) - Charles G. “ Bebe ’ Rebozo took $100,000 
in cash from Howard Hughes’ intermediary and put it in his 
safety depost box with written instructions that it be turned 
over to President Nixon’s 1072 campaign officials “ if some­ 
thing should happen to me,” he said in an interview 
published in today’s Miami Herald. 
In a candid, but sometimes complex account, Rebozo 
broke his usual silence on political matters to deny any 
wrongdoing and to proclaim that 12 weeks of intensive 
Internal Revenue Service scrutiny had cleared him of any 
impropriety in the contribution controversy. 
The Herald, in its copyright story, said its five reporters 
and editors met with Rebozo Wednesday morning at the 
Miami office of William Frates -Rebozo’s friend and 
lawyer Rebozo initiated the meeting, the paper said, and 
the President’s closest friend said it was in part the urging 
of the President’s daughter, Julie, which made him decide 
to publicly denounce the reports of recent weeks. 
He said he did not check with Nixon in advance of the 
Wednesday meeting specifically, but, “ I told him that I had 
finally come to the conclusion that I was going to talk to the 
press and that I thought it would probably be the Miami 
Herald ”

Committee approves railroad bill 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A $1.4 billion bill to create a 
profitable rail system out of six bankrupt northeastern 
railroads has been approved by the House Commerce 
Committee. 
The bill, product of months of painstaking negotiation, is 
designed to prevent either liquidation or nationalization of 
northeastern railroads. 
Its success or failure could determine the fate of all 
American railroads. 
The bill is likely to result in abandonment of thousands of 
miles of track, perhaps one-third to one-half of present 


mileage, 
changing 
patterns of 
industrialization and 
population growth in some areas. 
It would establish a federal corporation called the 
Federal National Railroad Association (FNRA), with $1 
billion in federal loan guarantees, to finance and oversee 
development of the new rail system over a 20-month 
planning period. 
House leaders are expected to push for floor action on the 
bill by late next week, sending it to the Senate where it is 
likely to be adopted in the same general form because of 
the short time left between now and adjournment. 


U.S. wants quick troop reductions 


VIENNA 4UPI) — The United States plans to push for 
quick reductions in American and Soviet troop levels in 
Europe during East-West talks on military cuts In the 
region, U.S. officials said today. 
Delegates from the Warsaw Pact and North Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization 
(NATO) 
nations 
opened 
the 
negotiations two days ago and agreed to begin detailed 
talks on force reductions next Tuesday. 
The U.S. officials said the first phase of the talks will 
concentrate on force cuts by the superpowers in Central 
Europe followed by negotiations on troop reductions by 
East and West European nations in the region. 
The officials said America would like an early agreement 
enabling Washington to pull some of its troops out of 
Europe by next year. The Russians have suggested 1975 for 


a start of the withdrawal. 
They said the negotiations will aim at a reduction of tanks 
as well as troops in the region. The Western delegates hope 
to whittle down the 3-1 numerical armored superiority of 
the Soviet bloc. 
The NATO nations have agreed to push for a mutual 
reduction of E ast and West forces to “equal levels,’’ which 
would involve greater cutbacks by the considerably larger 
Communist force. 
The Warsaw Pact countries, however, appear intent on 
keeping their numerical superiority in troops and tanks. 
The Soviets told the opening session of the conference they 
favor force cuts, but the present power balance in Central 
Europe must not be changed.

Helicopter sweeps three 
from Ireland prison 


DUBLIN (UPI) — A helicopter swooped 
down into a Dublin prison yard Wednesday, 
picked up three key leaders of the Irish 
Republican Army and whirled away in the 
most sensational jail escape in Ireland s 
history. 
Army troops and police immediately 
launched a nation-wide manhunt for the 
fugitive IRA chiefs, the heavily armed 
hijackers and a man described as a 
“ bogus” American film-maker who rented 
the chopper. 
The slick, James Bond-style operation at 
Mountjoy prison freed Seumus Twomey, 
the veteran IRA commander in Belfast, 
and two other IRA leaders, Joe O Hagan 
and Kevin Mallon. 
“ It’s just as well they didn’t use a jumbo 
jet or they would have cleared the whole 
prison,” said one police officer as the 
helicopter roared away in a storm of dust 
Premier Liam Cosgrave, described by 
his aides as “furious,” called his cabinet 


into emergency session to discuss the 
escape. 
Twomey, formerly in charge of the 
IRA’s Belfast operation, took over as chief 
of staff of the extremist Roman Catholic 
group 
when 
Sean 
Macstiofain 
was 
sentenced to six months in jail. Twomey 
was jailed last month for a three-year 
term 
The dramatic escape began just after 3 
pm . as 23 IRA prisoners were being 
exercised in the prison yard. Ten guards 
watched 
“ A helicopter hovered overhead,” a 
prison officer recalled “ But we did not pay 
it any attention Suddenly it dropped onto 
the yard We were stunned.” 
The doors of the helicopter were flung 
open and two men aimed guns at the 
guards. The prisoners formed a circle 
around the helicopter, allowing the IRA 
leaders to dash aboard before more guards 
could move in

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Chocolate cheese for health 


KAST LAN SING , Mich (U P Il — Theodore Hedrick has 
been worrying for years about the amount of “junk food" 
children eat 
So he invented chocolate cheese, a fudgelike confection 
that supplies even more protein than the more traditional 
cheddar or Swiss cheese. 


Hedrick, professor of food and science and human nutri­ 
tion at Michigan State University, admits the chocolate 
cheese often is more popular with adults than with children. 
“Some children don’t like the cheese because it doesn t 
taste like the milk chocolate the kids are accustomed to 
eating,” Hedrick said. 
The cheese consists of scraps of cheddar. gouda or other 
cheese to which cocoa, marshmallows, peanuts and nonfat 
dry milk are added. 


When experimenters first tried making the cheese, they 
found it tended to get oily at room temperature So they 
decided to add milk solids to stabilize the consistency of the 
cheese. 
“This problem turned out to be an advantage.” Hedrick 
said. “The milk solids give the chocolate cheese a higher 
protein content than most other cheeses." 
Hedrick and a group of colleagues worked to come up 
with an edible product and in 196« a stable, consistent food

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Crib death’ takes a baby every 53 seconds 


SACRAMENTO (UP!) — “ She’s dead, Trish," John 
Smiley of Elsinore whispered to his wife one warm day last 
spring. 
That terrible moment when Smiley found his four week 
old daughter dead joined the young couple in tragedy with 
Mr and Mrs. George Grupe of Sacramento 
“ I couldn’t begin to tell you what it was like,” Mrs. Grupe 
said. 
She too discovered her apparently healthy month-old 
baby— her first boy 
dead in his crib 
The cause? The sudden infant death syndrome (SIDS) or 
as it is more commonly known — crib death 
Every 53 minutes somewhere in the United States, the 
syndrome takes the life of another baby. It is the leading 
cause of death in infants between one week and one year in 
age. 
The mysterious affliction kills an estimated 1,000 to 1,500 
babies each year in California and 10,000 nationally 
No one knows why they die. No one knows how to predict 
the disease. And no one knows how to prevent it. 
“ Typically, a child is left asleep in a warm, comfortable 
crib and when the parents return the child is discovered 
dead,’’ said a report by the staff of the state Senate Health 
and Welfare Committee. 
The aftermath of the death often brings, in addition to 
grief, anguished self-recrimination and guilt on the part of 
the parents. 
Mrs. Grupe said: “ I was positive I had in some way been 
careless, that I hadn't kept watch over him or listened for a 
cry or that I had fed him something or taken him some­ 
where — had done something to cause his death.” 
To partially respond to the tragedy of crib deaths, a move 
is underway in the California legislature to insure that 


authorities deal “ more humanely” with the parents of SIDS 
victims. 
The crib death legislation by the late Assemblyman 
Robert W. Crown, D Alameda, is before the Senate Health 
and Welfare Committee which is expected to consider the 
bill when lawmakers return in January. 


The 
measure 
IAB409», 
backed 
by 
the 
Reagan 
administration, easily passed the Assembly earlier this 
year, 67-0. 
Crown s successor, Bill IiOckyer, D-Alameda, is carrying 
the bill now He calls it a “ significant“ step forward 
The legislation requires an autopsy in any suspected case 
of crib death The affliction cannot always be identified 
without such an examination, Lockyer said. 
If SIDS is determined to be the cause of death, the 
coroner would be required to contact the parents and 
explain the nature of the affliction in an effort to ease the 
parents' feelings of guilt. 
Local and state health officials would also have to 
exchange information on the disease in an attempt to 
determine the exact number of crib deaths in the state and 
to help keep abreast of the latest developments in 
connection with the affliction. 
Lockyer envisioned parents of the victims being treated 
as Mrs Grupe was by the Sacramento County coroner’s 
office 
“ The coroner’s office lost no time in letting us know the 
disease is something for which no cause has been found,” 
she declared. 
Mrs Grupe added that the coroner’s officials were “ very 
sensitive about how parents feel when this happens to them 
and they certainly made it clear it was not something I did 
that caused my baby ’s death ” 


Smiley, however, moved to San Diego from his Elsinore 
home because of his child’s death 
He 
was 
arrested 
and 
charged 
with 
involuntary 
manslaughter and child neglect following the death, which 
the Riverside County coroner’s office attributed to 
asphyxiation. 
After the nationwide Sudden Infant Death Syndrome 
Foundation stepped into the case and hired an attorney for 
Smiley, who was then a hospital orderly, all the charges 
were dropped 


Smiley recently told his story to a U.S. Senate 
subcommittee investigating crib deaths. 
Additional testimony by Dr 
Abraham Bergman, a 
Seattle pediatrician and president of the SIDS foundation, 
showed that many other parents, like the Smileys were 
never officially told their babies died of crib death. 
Bergman declared a survey of 158 communities showed 
only half of about 400 parents in SIDS cases were informed 
their children died of the affliction. And, he said, nine per 
cent were never told by anyone why their infants died.

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Controversy continues to rage over swordfish 


Las ANGELES (U PI) — Ahhhhhh, 
fishing, such a gentle sport. 
Throw some bait on the hook then settle 
back for a snooze while the boat rocks 
gently in tangy ocean breezes and sounds in 
the wind of ...gunshots? 
Yes, gunshots over the bow in the Santa 
Barbara Channel. Unfortunate but true 
That, and the angry lash of threats and 
curses 
as 
commercial 
and 
sports 
fishermen escalate their stormy conflict 
over the valuable Broadbill swordfish, an 
expensive several hundred pound delicacy 
that migrates to these warm waters in 
spring and stays until autumn. 
A hearty table favorite in California for 
nearly a century, the big, wily Broadbills 
fetch as much as $300 each when they’re 
finally landed. A good day’s pay for any 
fisherman. 


Years ago the commercial and amateur 
fishermen belonged to the gentle fraternity 
of anglers who sought salty thrills and 
adventure seeking out their own quarry — 
Broadbill 
swordfish 
for 
commercial 
anglers and marlin for the weekender 
dreaming of a big living room trophy. 


They even radioed each other’s boats in 
the channel when they sighted one or the 
other billfish basking near the surface. 
That was the 1960s. 
But two things upset the fine balance 
between the fishermen who looked to the 
sea for survival, and the sportsmen who 
bought their boats for weekend solace and 
a little elemental excitement. 
For one thing, more and more amateurs 
found they had more time and money to 
devote to their new-found outdoor hobby. 
At the same time ecologists were sounding 
alarms that the amateur’s usual game 
—the sharp-billed marlin —were badly con­ 
taminated with industrial mercury. 
So the weekenders —deflatingly known 
as “ fat cat yacht owners’’ in commercial 
circles — looked around for other exciting 
games. They hit upon the Broadbill 
swordfish. 
But the Broadbill, perhaps the most 
difficult billfish to bait, usually has to be 
“ foul-hooked’’ before he plunges deep into 
the sea to escape. 
Not to be outfoxed, a few amateur, 
anglers bought harpoons —illegal where 


Broadbill is concerned —and got all the 
proper commercial 
fishing 
and boat 
permits for $75 then rigged their bow with 
plank-like “ pulpits’’ to snare the Broadbill 
like modem whalers. 
The war was on. Commercial anglers felt 
the weekenders were taking money out of 
their mouths with such methods. Some 
even charged that the amateurs were 
competing by selling Broadbills to 
tho 
restaurants. 
This year serious reports have circulated 
that commercial anglers have harpooned 
away Broadbills hooked by amateurs and 
even threatened to ram their boats. The 
amateur fishermen are said to have replied 
with rifle fire. 
No one’s been hurt yet in the new 
swordfish war. But neither side seems 
willing to compromise. 


One Long Beach commercial fisherman, 
Louis Furu, says heatedly, “ These rich 
guys on expensive boats should stick with 
the Marlin and leave the Broadbill to the 
guys who make a living fishing them.’’ 
But a prominent amateur boater argues, 
“ Sport fishermen catch so few Broadbill 


there shouldn t be any complaints from 
commercial fishermen 
State records show that commercial 
fishermen sold 265,737 pounds of Broadbill 
last year, while 76 Broadbills have been 
caught by Southern California amateurs in 
the last five years. 
In recent weeks the fishermen’s channel 
fight saw a 
long tug-of-war over a 
Broadbill caught by a veteran sportsman. 
Don Allison, and a commercial angler who 
flung a harpoon at Allison s hooked fish 


Allison began to reel it in while the 
commercial skipper strained from the 
other end of his line. The burly Allison won, 
landed his 448 pound Broadbill and now 
treasures the other man’s harpoon like the 
rarest of fishing trophies. Or like a war 
souvenir. 


Broadbill and Marlin fishing was once a 
gentle sport a decade ago State fish and 
game officials say, that if the shooting and 
ramming reports are accurate, it's the 
first time Southern California boat owners 
have gone fishing for swordfish with 
carbines stacked alongside their rods and 
reels.

Kuhn warns 
Finley to 
watch step 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Bowie 
Kuhn, the baseball commissioner, 
finally has flexed his muscles. 
He has placed Oakland owner 
Charles 0. Finley on indefinite 
probation and pointedly warned him 
that next time he may come down on 
him with both feet. 
Kuhn has not only fined Finley 
$7.000 and put him on probation for 
three separate actions during the 
World Series, but has threatened 
him with much stiffer punishment if 
he commits another misstep. 
Next time, Kuhn has notified 
Finley he may hit him with Article 1 
of the Major League Agreement. 
One of the provisions of that 
article gives the commissioner the 
power to remove any officer of a 
major league club if he deems it to 
be in the best interest of baseball 
"Yes, I have paid the $7,000," 
acknowledges Finley. "I have sent 
him (Kuhn) a check with a letter of 
protest and I’m requesting a hearing 
before the executive council of 
baseball as soon as possible. 
"I have been notified about my 
probation and have no comment on 
that at this time. Nor do I have any 
co m m en t 
ab o u t 
w hat 
the 
commissioner says he might do next 
time." 
Finley, however, did have some 
comments about his fine, probably 
the largest against any owner in all 
baseball history. 
One of his comments dealt with 
reserve 
second 
baseman 
Mike 
Andrews, who cost the A s the 
second world series game with the 
New York Mets because of a pair of 
errors. For the manner in which 
Finley tried to place Andrews on the 
disabled list, Kuhn fined him $5,000. 
"They said I fired Mike Andrews, 
but I didn’t," insists Finley. "We 
had waivers on him. Last Friday we 
asked unconditional release waivers 
on him. Any club can claim him for 
a dollar Those waivers expire at 
noon today. If nobody claims him, 
he’s a free agent." 
What it means is Andrews has no 
job anymore. 
"This is further proof that the 
man is disabled, and that’s all we 
really were saying when we asked 
for a substitute," said Finley. "For 
that I was fined $5,000." 
Kuhn did not announce Finley’s 
probation publicly. He revealed it 
instead in a letter he wrote to Finley 
last Friday. The commissioner also 
sent a copy of the letter to Joe 
Cronin and Charles "Chub" Feeney, 
the two league presidents; all the 
major league owners and presidents 
and all the general managers. 
"The Oakland club is hereby to 
remit the sum of $7,000, its check to 
be received here no later than Nov. 
1, 1973," Kuhn said in the letter 
mailed to Finley from his office.

also determined that you 
personally 
shall 
be 
placed

probation until further notice and 
warn you that further conduct not in 
the best interest of baseball may 
lead to disciplinary action against 
you as provided in Article 1 of the 
Major League Agreement."

TV deal for 
prep sports 


With a live telecast of the Temple 
City-Duarte football game Saturday 
at 12:30 p.m., KNBC-TV will launch 
a proposed schedule of 36 televised 
interscholastic athletic events in the 
Southland. Present negotiations by 
the Channel 4 station with the CIF-

Defensively, the Saints give up less than 10 points per 
game on the average They have size and quickness. 
And (you may have heard this before) the Saints have 
tricks. Last week, for example, they got a 65-yard 
touchdown on a halfback pass, faked a punt, and twice 
scored two-point conversions while running out of 


strange formations. 
"They always have some unusual things, says Spruill. 
"And in big games, they re more apt to come up with 
these things." 
The Braves also have a few things to keep the Saints 
honest.

For all their simplicity, 
the recommendations by the 
Panel on Youth of the 
P re s id e n t’s 
Science 
Advisory 
Committee 
represent 
a 
growing 
sentiment 
among 
higher 
education's 
theoreticians 
that new alternatives to 
schooling are needed 


These 
p articu lar 
recommendations, such as 
increasing the age mix in 
colleges and other advanced 
education institutions, are 
specifically addressed to the 
14-24 age group. But many 
of the ideas have been 
expressed before by the 
prestigious 
Carnegie 
Commission 
on 
Higher 
Education and other “ think 
tank” organizations. 


“ More striking than the 
racial and class segregation 
that exists in American high 
schools is the degree that 
these institutions act to 
segregate youth from adults 
and younger children, and 
even 
concentrate 
their 
relations to a single age 
grade,” the newest report 
said. 


One way to increase the 
age 
mix 
and 
widen 
opportunities 
for 
young 
people would be to give 
them vouchers at age 16 to 
be used at their discretion 
for education or training at 
any subsequent point in 
their lives. The vouchers 
could be equivalent in value 
to the average cost of four 
years of college but could 
also be applied toward ‘‘a 
wide range of skill training 
as 
well 
as 
higher 
education.”

In the face of this situation, the city is

recommendations seeking some voluntary 
curtailment of electrical use on the part of 
citizens and businesses. 
Every bit of energy saved through 
voluntary 
curtailment 
will 
aid 
in

stretching the remaining fuel oil needed by 
the city's supplier until new fuel oil 
contracts are secured. 
In this light, it would be well for the 
Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce to 
take a serious look at this impending 
crisis. The crisis comes at a time when the 
city is traditionally lit up like a Christmas 
tree. Can we not forsake, for this year, 
such an all out decoration? 


It is likely that the city will suggest a 
limited use of the Christmas decorations 
in the downtown area. For example, do 
they have to be on all night? Do they have 
to be turned on at Thanksgiving time or 
could they be utilized only for a two week 
period? In light of the impending crisis, is 
it really relevant to promote a home 
decorating contest? 
We urge strong consideration of these 
questions.

proper. With it, the Israelis could 
deploy their reserves confident that 
they would be replaced by a m assive 
United States airlift. The United 
States cam e through. 
2. 
The 
Israelis’ 
counterattack 
proved 
brilliantly 
but not conclusively 
su ccessfu l. 
They 
s u c c e e d e d 
in 
forcing 
their 
way 
back 
across 
the 
Suez 
Canal, 
and 
they 
were headed 
south 
to 
cut 
off 
com m unications 
lines that fed the 
Egyptian contingent to the east of 
the 
Canal 
when 
the 
cease-fire 
resolution was voted by the UN 
Security Council. That resolution 
was welcom ed by the Soviet Union 
and the Arabs for obvious reasons. 
And the United States wanted it for 
the reason that it would clearly be 
harder to deal with the problem of a 
p erm an ent 
p ea ce 
if 
Isra e l's 
successes 
were 
inordinate, 
and 
because the U.S. support for Israel 
would already prove dam aging in 
our 
d ealings 
w ith 
the 
Arab 
governm ents, 
and 
with 
western 
European nations threatened by the 
Arabs’ oil diplom acy. Accordingly 
we put pressure on the Israelis to 
cease fire. 


3. Not enough pressure. Because 
after a short respite, the Israelis, 
e x a m in in g 
th e 
p r o s p e c t iv e 
advantages of m arching on and 
consum m ating their victory, began 
to do so. It was at this point that the 
R ussians saw the clear threat to 
their own interests. They could not 
tolerate a total Israeli success and 
all that this would mean in term s of 
an Arab sense of betrayal in the 
grander 
theater 
of 
operations, 


where the principal players are the 
United States and the Soviet Union. 
Accordingly, 
the 
Soviets 
wrote 
brusquely to Henry Kissinger (w e 
have Senator Jackson’s word as 
r e g a r d s 
th e 
to n e 
of 
th a t 
com m unication), and by way of 
b ack grou n d 
a c c o m p a n im e n t, 
mobilized a few airborne units, 
announced that if the United States 
did not care to join the Soviet Union 
in a common enforcem ent of the 
cease fire, why the Soviet Union 
would do the job by herself. 
This 
move 
scared 
the 
living 
bejesus out of the United States, 
which as we all know ordered a 
general military alert, and the sum 
total of these intricately balanced 
events was (and this is conjecture) 
to cause the United States to put 
irresistible pressure on Israel to 
STOP THIS MINUTE. 
4. Certain kinds of pressure Israel 
does understand, and in a m atter of 
hours, 
she com plied: 
leaving 
a 
Soviet 
diplomatic 
corps 
visibly 
pleased with the success of its 
maneuver, and the United States 
exhausted by the strains of the 


engagem ent. 
The 
m ost 
obvious 
strain was of course the possibility 
of a direct m ilitary confrontation 
with the Soviet Union. The strategic 
strain is to the policy of detente, to 
which our governm ent clings with 
near 
superstitious 
fidelity. 
One 
wishes there were an Archie Cox in 
the State Departm ent who could do 
to detente what was done to the 
Nixon Tape Doctrine. All of which 
reminds one. 


5. That the m ilitary strength of 
the 
United States, 
so casual 
a 
concern of Congress, was the under­ 
pinning of whatever success we had. 
Reminds 
one 
that 
the 
relative 
improvem ent of the Arab m ilitary 
over the Israeli m ilitary in the years 
since 1967 is at least reflected in the 
relative strength of the Soviet Union 
over 
the 
United 
States 
in 
the 
M editerranean. 
One 
hopes 
that 
President 
Nixon, 
in 
addressing 
Congress, will be orderly and direct 
in describing what he could and 
couldn’t 
do, 
because 
of 
the 
im poverishm ent of our m ilitary. 
That is the unsung scandal of the 
season.

blacks. It was a “ departure from 
freedom of the individual to choose 
with whom he will d ea l,” objected 
Bork.
